Covina Support

Reports of Alva Smith, spe- 


cial sewer engineer, and City 
Engineer Gl§nn Crawford pre- 
sented to the city council this 
week show that it will take an- 
other month to finish the proj- 
ect inside the city limits. Since 
the work was resumed under 
SERA May 28, the government 
has spent for material $3928.43 
and $28,087.92 for labor, the 
city's portion for that period 
being $3912.43, which was spent 
for material going into con- 
struction of the sewer. 


Figuring the amount spent under 


CWA before the work was taken 
over by SERA, the cost of the Co- 
vina system up to July 16, the last 
date on which figures are available, 
was $68,559.20, of which the govern- 
ment has paid $54,357.40. 


In accepting the report of the en- 


gineers Monday night the members 
of the city council stressed ,that all 
streets where the sewer was being 
laid must be put back into first class 
condition as soon as possible after 
the trenches are filled. Engineer 
Crawford explained that this was be- 
ing done and that funds fpr this 
purpose.were being reserved. 


No official action regarding 
the 


establishment of the disposal plant 
has teen taken, but .Mayor MaifleW 
stated 'W«offlcinlly-tWat he "is more 
encouraged over the prospect of an 
outfall for the system than he has 
been at any time, and that the plan 
now being considered looks certain 
of fulfillment to the entire satisfac- 
tion of everybody concerned. He did 
not feel that this plan should be 
made public at this time, until all 
the details had been worked out, 
but he was very optimistic that it 
would not be long before the system 
would be hi complete operation.

Druggist Works 


for Square Deal 
Under NRA Code 


Following 
agitation by H. H. 


Springer, Covina druggist, and a 
committee of Los Angeles druggists, 
a United States senate investigation 
of the asserted maladministration of 
the NRA in California has been ask- 
ed in a resolution adopted by the 
American Pharmacists' association in 
convention in San Francisco. 


The resolution asserts there has 


been "political intervention to frus- 
trate fair and equitable administra- 
tion of the NRA as applicable io the 
retail drug industry." 


Springer, who has addressed sev- 


eral complaints to high government 
officials, said to an Argus reporter 
Tuesday that the' action was taken in 
order to secure fair trade practices 
on the part of chain drug stores in 
Los Angeles, where prices have been 
advertised at below cost, when pur- 
chased thru the regular drug chan- 
nels. "We are not against giving our 
customers every advantage of low 
prices in their drug purchases, but it 
is unfair to allow a chain store to 
offer goods at prices below the man- 
ufacturer's trade price when the 
smaller drug stores are not allowed 
to do so under the code. 


"In one instance the Blue Eagle 


was taken away from one of these 
chains and in thirteen days after it 
had been removed following com- 
plaints of code violations, the Blue 
Eagle had been restored to it. The 
object of our efforts now is to get a 
fair and square deal for all of the 
druggists of the state. We believe 
that the code is a good thing. If 
carried out it will protect all those 
engaged in the trade and will do 
away with cheap labor and give 
every man and woman making these 
preparations an opportunity for a 
living wage." 


Mr. Springer has attended several 


committee meetings in Los Angeles 
and has also been active in securing 
the cooperation of drug store own- 
ers in other cities of southern Cali- 
fornia.

Twenty-Four Tons to 
Be Sowed on Arroyo 


Seco Slopes 


By hand and by airplane, 


twenty-four tons of mustard 
seed will be planted on the 
burned slopes of the Arroyo 
Seco to prevent erosion and 
minimize the danger of another 
Montrose disaster, E. A. Silcox, 
chief of the forest service, Unit- 
ed States department of agri- 
culture, said Wednesday while 
hi consultation with county and 
local forestry officials. 


Silcox arrived in Loi Angeles 


county by plane Wednesday morn- 
ing from Albuquerque on his first 
inspection trip of the California na- 
tional forests since his appointment 
as chief forester in November, last 
year. After a busy day in confer- 
ence and a visit to the burned-off 
area in the Arroyo Seco, he left on 
Thursday night for North Fork. 


He was enthusiastic over the ac- 


complishments of the Civilian Con- 
servation corps during the recent 
fire. He said that in this instance 
the regular forestry 
organization 


would have been inadequate, except 
for the assistance of the CCC work- 
ers, who were mobilized and on the 
job in an almost incredible shor 
time.

debtor's obligations. 


"The members of these commit- 


tees," states Mr. Fuleihan, "serve 
with only the idea in mind of 
strengthening the morale and credit 
standing of agriculture in general, 
while at the same time saving good 
farm citizens for the farming com- 
munities."

California citrus growers are 


nterested in the proposal made 
)v the Atlantic-Pacific Trans- 
portation corporation to the 
shipping board of the depart- 
nent of commerce for the es- 
ablishing of an express refrig- 
erated intercosstal freight ser- 
vice. So a pool of executives 
revealed this week, with a 
statement from H. H. Warner, 
member of the growers' advis- 
ory committee. 


"We feel that such a fleet would 


srimarily be of great aid to the cit- 
rus industry in bringing down east- 
ern delivery charges," said Mr. War- 
ner, "and thus stimulate the domestic 
market. 


"Transcontinental rail rate today 


on citrus products is $1.43 per box, 
with an additional charge of from 
30 to 90 cents for icing. Present in- 
tercoastal ship rate is only 75 cents 
a box, with, of course, no icing cost. 


"We feel that establishment of the 


proposed express fleet might bring 
water rates even lower, so that the 
inland rail distribution costs from 
tidewater could easily be absorbed."

nuts to fall free from the hulls were 
found on July 27. This date, accord- 
ing "to M. H. Kimball, assistant farm 
advisor in Los Angeles county, is the 
same as for the phenomenally early 
harvest 
of 1932. This fact 
was 


brought out at two harvest meetings, 
one held in Whittier, the other in 
West Covina, this week. 


Emphasizing the need for early 


harvest and speed, Kimball pointed 
out some of the dangers which exist 
in the opposite process — a slow, late 
harvest. These detrimental factors 
include such things as the develop- 
ment of mold and the increase in 
color of the kernel. Mold may de- 
velop when the walnuts are on the 
tree as the result of light rain com- 
ing before the walnuts are quite ma- 
ture, causing minute cracks on the 
surface of the hulls, thus permitting 
the entrance of mold spores. Follow- 
ing a light rain, just at the start of 
or during the early part of harvest 
season, every effort should be made 
to remove as many walnuts as pos- 
sible to prevent such mold develop- 
ment. 


Slow harvest may result in the de- 


velopment of moldy kernels also, 
particularly if the walnuts hang in 
partly cracked hulls. Such slow har- 
vest will also result, Kimball stated, 
in the development of unwanted 
color in the kernel, lowering the

Dear Mother and Dad: 


Here we are in Germany, the land 


talked of more than any other 1 
guess, and it isn't any different than 
anywhere else we have been. , 


The custom officers were just love- 


ly to us when we came over the 
border. It was about 2:15 this after- 
noon when we came over. It was 
about 4:30 when we arrived in Koln 
and the Von Hoffgaarden's were 
here. They came over yesterday to 
have their car fixed. We got along 
just fine. It isn't any harder to drive 
here than at home, and not half as 
dangerous, because there are so few 
cars on the road and no one travels 
very fast. The worst thing is so 
many thousands of bicycles. 


Much has happened since I wrote 


you last Friday evening. We got into 
Lincoln, England, on Saturday after- 
noon. We drove slowly as we were 
away out in small country towns, 
and I told the girls I felt better get- 
ting out than sitting around those 
hotels. We spent the night in Lin- 
coln. It was one of the nicest towns 
in England. We arrived in time to 
hear the chimes played in the cathe- 
dral. They are played by hand from 
away up in the tower. It was really 
just lovely. On Sunday morning 
they played again. 


We drove on to Cambridge on 


Sunday, only about 70 miles, but we 
took it easy. We spent most of Mon- 
day there, going thru the colleges. I 
had the car looked after so it was 
afternoon about 4 o'clock before we 
started on to Harwich, where we 
took the ship for Flushing. It was 
just 66 miles, but it really takes just 
twice as long to drive that distance 
as at home, the roads are so wind- 


minute you open your mouth they 


where you are from, and they 


listinjuish our looks just like we do 
heirs. That was a Dutch ship so 
ve had a great time having cheese, 
and the stewards spoke real well so 
t was very nice. 


We got up the next morning and 


spent part of the time getting the 
car ready and the papers thru. There 
is no trouble at all. It isn't as hard 
to bring the car as yourself. I 
thought the boat was going to be 
practically empty, when we looked 
up and saw swarms of people. The 
irain had just arrived from London. 
Then we ijegan to realize we were 
really among foreigners when we 
saw that crowd of people of all kinds. 
So marry priests, as southern Holland 
is almost all Catholic. They sure 
studied their Bibles or something. It 
was just too much for the girls, and 
as our car was out in the open we 
sat there most of the day. It took 
six hours to Flushing. The A. A. 
man met me there, looked after my 
car papers, etc. The custom officers 
never looked at our baggage at all, 
and the people stood in lines wait- 
ing.

We drove about ten minutes and 


spent the night in Middelburg. We 
enjoyed seeing the Holland farmers' 
wives in their native dress, their 
big lace hats and wooden shoes. 
Dorothy is bringing home dolls. We 
got" the policeman's daughter to ride 
around the island with us after din- 
ner and she spoke real well. They 
have such pretty brick houses, so 
much color, and lovely flower gar- 
dens. 


After spending the morning look- 


ing around the town we drove on. 
That was the llth, the day of the 
prince's funeral, and every church 
bell in all Holland was ringing. As 
we drove nearer to Rotterdam we 
began to meet bicycles coming home 
from the funeral. Every seventh per- 
son has a bicycle, and every third 
in Amsterdam, so you can imagine 
thousands of tKem. They have a 
path where three can ride aside, on 
both sides of the road, in most all of 
Holland, and in the towns many 
streets are utilized just for bicycles. 
I never saw anything to equal it. 


We got a boy to help us to Rot- 


terdam, but it was a very dirty city 
and I wasn't much taken with it. 
We drove on to The Hague. Never 
drove on a lovelier highway—very 
fast and four-way. We walked to 
the queen's palace just in time to 
see her drive up. A young man who 
spoke very well v/ent with us there. 
We drove out to the beach resort 
on the North Sea, saw where so 
many peace conferences have been 


We drove on our way to Amster- 


dam and stopped at Haarlam. Found 
in every hotel people speaking very 
good English, so it has been very 
easy. The hardest job we had was 
to try and cut across the country 
in an effort to save time, but we had 
to stop and ask so many times, en- 
countering such difficulty to under- 
stand them, so we decided it was- 
n't worth while and we stayed where 
the A. A. had routed us. 


I went direct to tho American Ex- 


press in Amsterdam and asked for 
a guide, as our time was so short. 
We waited and waited for one and 
finally a young man took us, so we 
got around the town. If you could 
drive in that city with the thou- 
sands of bicycles you could drive 
anywhere. We went out to the is- 
land of Marken. The natives dress 
very odd. The place has been com- 
mercialized so it was rather spoiled, 
but very interesting. 


We then drove to Utrecht to spend 


the night and who should meet us 
bat the boy we had in The Hague. 
He came over to the hotel and had 
breakfast with us and rode as far as 
the ex-kaiser's home so we wouldn't 
miss it. He was sure funny, but 
helped us a lot. The boys are so 
tickled to get to talk English, and 
when you are from America it is 
more marvelous. They have to take 
German, French and English in their 
schools over here. 


Really Holland is a lovely country. 


Very green, many canals, and the 
people live in their ships, one man 
told us, to beat the taxes. We sure 
got plenty to eat in Holland. They 
have the same breakfast everywhere, 
and always cheese; just ask you 
what you want to drink. 


In Germany the people are crazy 


over Hitler. There were only thirty- 


high officers, for high treason. Mr. 
Von says it was fine work and the 
German people think more of Hitler 
than ever. Surely he is doing some- 
thing for them. Every car, bicycle, 
boy and girl wears the Hitler pin, | j 
etc. 
Bob said he tried to buy one, j j 


but you have to have a special per- 
mit. 


Hitler spoke for three hours over 


the radio tonight, telling what he was 
going to do, etc. The radios were 
going everywhere. We drove out on 
the Rhine, and Mr. Von listened in 
his car. He sure had an audience. 
You just can't stop your car with- 
out having crowds around. I think 
there must have been 200 around 
our cars tonight. They have a fit 
over Marjory. One boy went home 
and got his accordion and such fun 
as they had. Marjory was in her 
glory.. 


It is almost midnight and I must 


close. We are all just fine, so don't 
worry a minute. Hope you are well.

On every hand the Argus writer hears 


statements concerning old-age pension plans, 
and not one of the statements coincides with 
any of the plans. 


It is somewhat sad, as a matter of fact, that 


the wish for security in the afternoon of life 
leads thousands upon thousands to frame 
something in their own minds, and to allow 
it to become almost a foregone conclusion or 
accomplished fact. We cannot blame them 
for wishful thinking. But it seems sad that 
no one is interested in the actual facts con- 
cerning the various proposals for old-age pen- 
sion or insurance. 


In the course of the next ten years, begin- 


ning with the next session of the national con- 
gress, old-age pension and insurance bills will 
be debated, and some sort of bill will be 
adopted as an experiment, perhaps in the next 
session. But the legislation will not be what 
is being advocated by various individuals and 
groups. It may not be even remotely resem- 
bling the present so-called plans. 


It is probable that when the legislation is 


in effect there will be men and women past 
sixty who will be given some sort of retire- 
ment pay as a straight pension. But any in- 
surance plan will start with payments to the 
government by the wage-earner and be car- 
ried thru a lifetime, in the same method that 
aii insurance is C'aiTiGU.

That water is gold in California was never 


more apparent than now, when there is a 
water shortage in Imperial valley as well as in 
the great central valley of San Joaquin. And 
so, the Hoover dam cannot be completed any 
too soon, for sake of conserving water for the 
large Imperial valley farming projects as well 
as for the Los Angeles metropolitan districts. 
The steady lowering of the .water level in the 
citrus area around Claremont is far more 
alarming than citizens generally realize. Un- 
less we get a few really rainy seasons soon, 
Colorado river water will be essential in main- 
taining our citrus groves. 


The drouth in the middle west, from Da- 


kota to the Texas border, is appalling. The 
wheat crop was short and corn is useful now 
mainly for silage. The entire corn belt is seri- 
ously jeopardized.
